“It is necessary for a belligerent war- 
ship to determine the status of an armed 
merchant vessel of an enemy encoun- 
tered on the high seas, since the rights 
of life and property of belligerents and 
neutrals on board the vessel may be im- 
paired if its status is that of an enemy 
warship. 

“The determination of warlike char- 
acter must rest in no case upon pre- 
sumption, but upcn conclusive evidence, 
because the responsibility for the de- 
struction of life and property depends 
on the actual facts of the case and can- 
not be avoided ur lessened by a stand- 
ard of evidence which a belligerent may 
announce as creuting a presumption ot 
hostile character. On the other hand, io 
safeguard himself froin possible liability 
for unwarranted destruction of life and 
property, the belligerent could, in the 
absence of conclusive evidence, act on 
the presumption that an armed mer- 
chantman is of peaceful character. 

“A presumption based solely on the 
presence of an armament on a merchant 
vessel of an enemy is not a sufficient 
reason for a belligerent to declare it to 
be a warship anc proceed to attack it 
without regard to the rights of the per- 
sons on board. Conclusive evidence of a 
purpose to use the armament for axygres- 
sion is essential. A neutral Government 
has not opportunity to determine the 
presence of an armament on a merchant 
vessel unless there is evidence in the 
ship's papers or other proof as to its 
previous use; on the other hand, a bel- 
ligerent warship can, on the high seas, 
test by actual experience the purpose of 
an armament on an enemy merchant 
vessel, and so determine by direct evi- 
dence the status of the vessel.’’ 

Status of Merchant Ship. 

Summarizing the status of a merchant 
ship on the high seas, the declaration 
held: 

“The status of such vessel as a war- 
Ship on the high seas must be deter- 
mined only upon conclusive evidence of 
aggressive purpose, in the absence of 
which it is to be presumed that the 
vessel has a private and peaceable char- 
acter and it should be so treated by an 
enemy warship.”’ 

The declaration, however, recognized 
that armed merchant ships might be 
acting under instructions to attack 
enemy warships and made this provi- 
sion: 

“A vessel engaged intermittently in 
commerce under and a commission or 
orders of its Government imposing a 
penalty in pursuing and attacking ene- 
my naval craft, possesses a status taint- 
ed with a hostile purpose, which it can- 
not throw aside or assume at will. It 
should, therefore, be considered as an 
armed vessel and receive the treatment

CRUISER LANDS

President Jimenes has 0 ordered the 
Governor of Santo Domingo City to 
take charge of the forces under Gen. 
Ferrer. The rural guards have been 
placed under the command of author- 
ities appointed by the chief executive. 


Haitian Cabinet Resigns, Due to New 
Constitution Differences. 

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, May 6.— 
The Haitien Cabinet has resigned. 
Parliament has entered a protest with 
tlhe American Government and Con- 
gress against what it declares to be a 
violation of the rights of the legisla- 
tive branch of the Government. 


President Dartiguenave of Haiti 
and his Cabinct have been in contro- 
vorsy with the Haitien Parliament 
over the course to be taken with re- 
gard to the framing of a new Consti- 
tution to conform with the treaty be- 
tween Haiti and the United States. 
The President and the Cabinet, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Port Au 
Prince, on April 29, threatened to re- 
sign if-the Deputies and Senators de- 
clined to abide ‘by the Presidential 
decree dissolving the Senate and per- 
sisted in continuing to assume legis- 
lative powers instead of meeting 
nerely as a body designated to frame 
the new legislation. 

Rear Admiral Caperton, command- 
ing the American forces in Haiti, took 
a definite stand in support of Presi- 
dent Dartiguenave when the legisla- 
tors refused to accept the dissolution 
decree, which the Admiral held to be 
valid, a later dispatch declared. 


500,000 PERSONS SAID TO BE

STOCK MARKET |S 
UPSET BY NOTE: 
WAR SHARES DROP 


Bethlehem Falls Off 19 Points 
and U. S. Steel Shows a 
2-Point Decline. 


NEW YORK, May 5.—Wall street’s 
grave view of the German note was re 
flected in the demoralized tone of the 
stock market at the opening today, ac- 
tive issues, particularly those compris 
ing the war group, breaking three to 
six points, with 19 for Bethlehem Steel. 

The tenor of the German reply was 
generally known before the market 
opened, the news tickers and other 
agencies having published many of its 


Brokers had numerous selling orders 
and the course of the market at the 
opening denoted little support. 

The more specific declines included 
Crucible Steel, 6 points; Lackawanna 
Steel, 4; Studebaker, 4%: Anaconda, 3%; 
Industrial Alcohol, 3%; U. S. Smelting, 
€%, and numerous 1 to 2 point declines. 

United States Steel opened with 40 
shares at 80% to 81 against yesterday’s 
close of 82%, and Marine preferred’s in- 
itilal. sale comprised a block of 380) 
shares at 82 to 8, a maximum decline 
of 6 points. 

Rails were relatively steady, declines 
ir. that division ranging from. fractions 
to 14%. Supporting orders brought ral- 
lies of 1 to 4 points In the first 15 min- 
utes, but the market’s undertone con 
tinued feverishly active. 

Further recoveries were made be- 
fore 11 o'clock by which time excite- 
ment had died down and trading was 
almost normal. Later excerpts of the 
German note were regarded as far 
more conciliatory than the early pas- 
sages. Some dispassionate readers of 
the message were inclined to believe 
Germany’s instructions to her sub- 
marine commanders would go far 
toward meeting the demands of 
Washington.

1, Germany virtually admits attacking the Sussex, defers a — 
final statement,.but says that in effect she stands to make proper 
amends when convinced of her guilt. 

2. Her submarine commanders have been instructed not te 
attack merchant vessels “recognized by international law” anywhere, 
even in the war zone drawn by Germany around the British 
without warning and without saving the lives of those on board, that 
is, practically conforming to the regulations of cruiser warfare. 

3. She says, however, neutrals cannot expect her to restrict the use 
of the submarine if her enemies are to continue violating international © 

law. In this connection, she expresses confidence that in consequence — 
of the orders she has just issued to her submarine commanders, that the __ 
United States will press its complaints against the allies for violations of 
international law. a 

4. Gives notice, assuming that the United States will press these _ ; 
complaints, that should the steps taken by the United’ States fail to at- 3 
tain their object, Germany will then be facing a new situation, in which 
“jt must reserve to itself complete Mberty of decision.” 

The full text is as follows: 


“The undersigned, on behalf of the Imperial German Government 
has the honor to present to his excellency, the Ambassador of the Unite 
ed States, Mr. James W. Gerard, the following reply to the note of | 
April 20 regarding the conduct of German submarine warfare, The | 
German Government handed over to the proper naval authorities, for | 
early investigation, the evidence concerning the Sussex, as communi- 
cated by the Government of the United States. Judging by the results 
that the investigation has hitherto yielded, the German Government is 
alive to the possibility that the ship mentioned in the note of April 10 
as having been torpedoed by a German submarine is actually identical — 
with the Sussex. 

“The German Government begs to reserve further communication on 
the matter until certain points are ascertained, which are of a 
importance for establishing the facts of the case. Should it turn out . 
that the commander was wrong in assuming the vessel to be a 
war, the German Government will not fail to draw the cor

‘<The German Government attaches no less importance to the 

sacred principles of humanity than the Government of the United States. 
‘It again fully takes into account that both Governments for many years 
‘co-operated in developing international law in conformity with these 
principles, the ultimate object of which has always been to confine war- 
fare on sea and land to armed forces of belligerents and safeguard as 
far as possible non-combatants against the horrors of war. Although 
these considerations are of great weight, they alone would not under 
the present circumstances have determined the attitude of the German 
Government. 

For, in answer to the appeal by the Government of the Uinted States 
on both of the sacred principles of humanity and international law, the 
German Government must repeat once more with all emphasis that it 
was not the German, but the British Government which ignored all ac- 
cepted rules of internation.«! law and ‘extended this terrible war to the 
dives and property of non-combatants, having no regard whatever for 
fhe interests and rights of neutrals and non-combatants that, through this 
‘method of warfare, have been severely injured. 


Discrimination Is Charged. 

7 “As matters stand, the German Government cannot but reiterate 
regret that the sentiments of humanity, which the Government of the 
United States extend with such fervor to the unhappy victims of subma- 
rine warfare, are not extended with the same warmth of feeling to many 
millions of women and children, who, according to the avowed jnten- 
tion of the British Government, shall be starved and who, by sufferings, 
shall force the victorious armies of the central Powers into ignominious 
capitulation. s 

“The German Government, in agreement with the German people, 
fails to understand this discrimination, all the more as it has repeat- 
edly and explicity declared itself ready to use the submarine weapon 
in strict conformity with the rules of international laws as recognized 
before the outbreak of the war, if Great Britain likewise was ready to 
adapt the conduct of warfare to these rules. 

“Several attempts made by the Government of the United States 
to prevail upon the British Government to act accordingly failed be- 
cause of flat refusal of the British Government. Moreover, Great Brit- 
ain again and again has violated international law, surpassihg all bounds 
in outraging neutral rights. The latest measure, adopted by Great Brit- 
ain, declaring German bunker coa) contraband and establishing condi- 
tions under which English bunker coal alone is supplied to neutrals is 
nothing but an unheard of attempt by way of exaction to force neutral 
tonnage into the service of British trade war. 

“The German people know that the Government of the United States 
wun the power to confine the war to armed forces of the belligerent 
countries in the interest of humanity and maintenance of international 
law. The Government of the United States would have been certain of 
attaining this end had it been determined to insist against Great Britain . 
on the incontrovertible ‘rights of freedom of the seas. But as matters 
stand the German people are under the impression that the Government 
of the United States, while demanding that Germany, struggling for ex- 
istence, shall restrain the use of an effective weapon and while making 
compliance with these demands a condition for maintenance of rela- 

tions with Germany, confines itself to protests against illegal methods 
adopted by Germany’s enemies. 

“Moreover, the German people know to what considerable extent 
ite enemies are supplied with all kinds of war material from the United 


States. | 
Reason for Its Concessions. 


“It will, therefore, be understood that the appeal made by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to sentiments of humanity and principles 
of international law cannot, under the circumstances, meet the same 
hearty response from the German people which such an appeal other- 
wise always is certain to find here. If the German Government, never- 
theless, is resolved to go to the utmost limit of concessions, it has been 

: guided, not alone by the friendship connecting the two great nations 
for over 100 years, but also by the thought of the great doom which 
threatens the entire civilized world should the cruel and sanguinary 
war be extended and prolonged. 

“The German Government, conscious of Germany's strength, twice 
within the last few months announced before the world its readiness 
to make peace on a basis of safeguarding Germany’s vital interests, thus 

‘indicating that it is not Germany’s fault if peace is still withheld from 
the nations of Europe. The German Government feels all the more 
justified in declaring that responsibility could not be borne before the 
forum of mankind and in history if, after 21 months of the war’s dura- 
tion, the submarine question under discussion between the German Gov- 
ernment and the-Government of the United States were to take a turn 
seriously threatening maintenance of peace between the two nations. 

“As far as lies with the German Government it wishes to prevent 
things from taking such a course. The German Government, moreover, 
is prepared to do its utmost to confine operations of the war for the 
rest of its duration to the fighting forces of the belligerents, thereby 
also insuring freedom of the seas, a principle upon which the German 
Government believes, now, as before, that it is in agreement with the 
Government of the United States. 

“The German Government, guided by this idea, notifies the Govern- 
ment of the United States that the German naval forces have received 
the following order: 

“In accordance with the general principles of visit and search and 
the destruction of merchant vessels recognized by international law, 
such vessels, both within and without the area declared a naval war 

~ gone, shall not be sunk without warning and without saving human lives 
unless the ship attempts to escape or offers resistance.’ 

“But neutrals cannot expect that Germany, forced to fight for ex- 
istence, shull for the sake of neutral interests restrict the use of an 
effective weapon if the enemy is permitted to continue to apply at 
~'ll- methods of warfare violating rules of international! law. Such a 
demand would be ::compatible with the character of neutrality, and 
the German Government is convinced that the Government of the 
United States does not think of making such a demand, knowing that 
the Government of the United States repeatedly déclares that it is 
determined to restore the principle of freedom of the seas, from what- 
ever quarter it has been violated. 


“Accordingly, the German Government is confident that, in conse- 
quence of the new orders issued to the naval forces, the Government

restoration of the freedom of the seas during the war, as suggested

“On the 24th o- March, 1916 at 
about 2:50 o’clock in the afternoon, 
the unarmed steamer Sussex, with 
$25 or more passengers on board, 
among whom were a number of 
American citizens, was torpedoed 
while crossing from Folkestone to 
Dieppe. The Sussex had never been 
armed; was a vessel known to be 
habitually used only for the convey- 
ance of passengers across the En- 
glish Channel, and was not follow- 
ing the route taken by troops ships 
or supply ships. About 8) of her 
passengers, noncombatants of alli 
ages and sexes, including citizens 
of the United States, were killed or 
injured. 


Declares Sussex Was Torpedoed. 
“A careful, detailed and 
lously impartial investigation by na- 
val and military officers of the 
United States has conclusively es- 
tablished the fact that the Sussex 
was torpedoed without warning or 
summons to surrender, and that the 
torpedo by which she was struck was 
of German manufacture. In the 
view of the Government of the Unit- 
ed States, these facts from the first 
made the conclusion that the tor- 
pedo was fired by a German subma- 
rine unavoidable. It now considers 
that conclusion substantiated by the 
statements of your excellency’s note. 
A full statement of the facts upon 
which the Government of the United 
States has based its conclusion is 
inclosed. 
“The Government of the United 
States, after having given careful 
consideration to the note of the im-

ment.

Pledged to Give Warning. 

“As recently as February last, it 
gave notice that it would regard all 
armed merchantment owned by its 
enemies as part of the naval forces 
of its adversaries and deal with them 
as with men of war, thus, at least, 
by implication, pledging itself to give 
warning to vessels which were not 
armed and to accord security of life 
to their passengers and crews, but 
even this limitation their submarine 
commanders have recklessly ignored.

“Great liners like the Lusitania 
and Arabic and mere. passenger 
boats like the Sussex have been at- 
tacked without a moment’s warn- 
ing, often before they have even be- 
come aware that they were in the 
presence of an armed ship of the 
enemy, and the lives of noncomba- 
tants, passengers and crew have 
been destroyed wholesale and in a 
manner which the Government of 
the United States cannot but regard 
as wanton and without the slightest 
color of justification. 


Roll of Americans Killed Grows. 
“No limit of any kind has in fact 
been set to their indiscriminate pur- 
suit and destruction of- merchant- 
men of all kinds and nationalities 
within the waters which the Im- 
perial Government has chosen to 
designate as lying within the seat of 
war. The roll of Americans who 
have lost their lives upon ships thus 
attacked and destroyed has grown 
month by month, until the ominous 
toll has mounted into the hundreds. 

“The Government of the United 
States has been very patient. At 
every stage of this distressing ex- 
perience of tragedy after tragedy it 
has sought to be governed by the 
most thoughtful consideration of the 
extraordinary circumstances of an un- 
precedented war and to be guided by 
sentiments of very genuine friendship 
for the people and Government of 
Germany. It has accepted the suc- 
cessive explanations and assurances 
of the Imperial Government as, of 
course, given in entire sincerity and 
good faith, and has hoped even 
against hope that it would prove to 
be possible for the Imperial Govern- 
ment so to order and control the acts 
of its naval commanders as to square 
its policy with the recognized princi- 
ples of humanity as embodied in the 
law of nations. 

“It has made every allowance for 
unprecedented conditions and has 
been willing to wait until the facts 
became unmistakable and were sus- 
ceptible of only one interpretation. 
It now owes it to a just regard for 
its own rights to say to the Imperial 
Government that that time has come. 

Use of Submarines Inhuman, 

“It had become painfully evident 
to it that the position which it took 
at the very outset is inevitable, 
namely, the use of submarines for the 
destruction of an enemy’s commerce 
is, of necessity, because of. the very 


and the very methods of attack which 
their employment of course involves, 
utterly incompatible with the princi- 
of humanity, the Jong-established and 
incontrovertible rights of neutrals 
and the sacred immunities of non- 
combatants. 

“If it is still the purpose of the: 
Imperial Government to prosecute re- 
lentless an indiscriminate warfare 
against vessels of commerce by the 
use of submarines without regard to

“Unless the Imperial Government 
should now immediately declare and 
effect an abandonment of its pres- 
sent methods of submarine warfare 
against passenger and freight-carry- 
ing vessels, the Government of the 
United States can have no choice 
but to sever diplomatic relations with 
the German Empire altogether.

SUBMARINE WAR 


VITAL ISSUE FOR 
ALMOST A YEAR 


United States First Took It Up 


| in Connection With Lusitania, 


Falaba and Gulflight. 


WASHINGTON, May 5.-—Germany’s 
diplomatic correspondence with the 
United States on the submarine issue 
has extended over nearly @ year and 


countries to a pass where a 0break 
seemed unavoidable. 

All along President Wilson has spoken 
primarily for the inviolable rights of 
Americans and generally for the rights 
of neutrals, Germany Has been re- 
strained by a powerful public sentiment 
aroused against curtailing the effective- 
ness of her best weapon against her 
enemies, and President Wilson has been 
embarrassed, first by dissension in the 
Cabinet and later in Congress and by 
pro- German propaganda conducted 
throughout the United States. 

Submarine warfare did not actually 
enter the realm of diplomacy until after 
the destruction of the Lusitania. The 
accumulation of cases affecting Ameri- 
cans was taken up in the first note to 
Germany, which waa dispatched May 15, 
1915. It characterized the attacks on 
the Falaba, Cushing, Gulflight and 
Lusitania as a “‘series of events which 
the United States has observed with 
growing concern, distress and amaze- 
ment.” It pointed to Germany’s hither- 
to expressed “humane and enlightened 
attitude” in matters of international! 
rights and expressed the hope that 
submarine commanders engaged in tor- 
pedoing peaceful ships without warning 
were, in such practices, operating with- 
out the sanction of their Government. 

Warning in Note’s Closing. 

The ‘note closed with these words: 

“The Imperial German Government 
will not expect the Government of the 
United States to omit any word or act 
necessary to the performance of its 
sacred duty of maintaining the rights 
of the United States and its citizens 
and of safeguarding their free exercise 
and enjoyment.’’ 

On May 28, 1915, Germany replied with 
a note which covered a wide range of 
argument and was in every respect un- 
satisfactory. It alleged that the Lusi- 
tania had masked guns aboard, that she 
in effect was a British auxiliary cruis- 
er and that she carried munitions of 
war; that her owning company, aware 
of the danger she risked in the sub- 
marine war zone, was in reality respon- 
sible for the loss of American lives and 
referred to the fact that the British 
Admiralty had offered large rewards to 
liner captains who rammed or destroyed 
submarines. 

The note met none of the contentions 
of the United States so far as the Lusi- 
tania and Falaba sinkings ‘were con- 
cerned, although a supplementary note 
later did acknowledge that Germany was 
wrong in the attacks on the Cushing and 
the Gulflight, expressed regret for those 
two cases and promised to pay damages. 

While the American reply to the note 
was being framed, dissension in the 
Cabinet resulted in the resignation of 
Secretary Bryan, who contended for a 
policy of warning Americans off bellig- 
erent ships. He resigned because he 
thought he could not sign the next note 
to Germany which, he feared, would 
lead the United States into war. 

Meanwhile, several sensational in- 
cidents cropped up in connection with 
the negotiations, chief of which was 
the sending of a messuge to the Ber- 
lin Foreign Office by Dr. Dumba, the 
Austrian Ambassador, later recalled 
at the request of President Wilson, 
which was represented as stating sub- 
stantially that Bryan had intimated 
to the Ambassador that the vigorous 
tone of the American note should not 
be regarded in Berlin as too warlike. 

Lansing Sent Vigorous Note, 

Secretary Lansing took office as 
Bryan’s sucessor and his reply to the 
German note took issue with every 
contention Germany had set up in the 
Falaba and Lusitania cases, denied 
flatly the contention that the Lusi- 
tania was armed or was to be treated 
other than a peaceful merchant ship 
and reminded Germany that it was 
the duty of the United States “to 
speak with solemn emphasis to call 
the attention of the Imperial Ger- 
man Government to the grave respon- 
sibility which the Government of the 
United States conceives that it has 
incurred in this tragic ocurrence and 
to the indisputable principle upon 
which that responsibility rests.’ 

The note averred that the declara- 
tion of a submarine war zone could 
not abbreviate the rights of Ameri- 
cans on lawful journeys and added:

“Friendship itself prompts it (the 
United States Government) to say to 
the Imperial German Government that 
repetition by the commanders of Ger- 
man naval vessels of acts in contraven- 
tion of those rights must be regarded 
by the Government of the United States 
when they affect American citizens az 
deliberately unfriendly.” 

Exchange of Notes Stopped. 

The American press and other net- 
trals pronounced the American note not 
only a demand that the rights of Amer- 
icans be respected, but a defense of hu- 
manity and neutral rights generally. 
The negotiations at this point seemed 
to have come to such an impasse that 
the exchanges of notes between Wash-

CARRANZA FOR 
A TIME BALKED 
AT AGREEMENT

EL PASO, Tex., May 5.—The United 
States Government approved, almost as 
soon as it was decided, the protocol en- 
tered into by Gens. Scott and Obregon, 
but Mexico City balked for a time. First 
Chief Carranza and his advise:s found 
something to object to in the report sent 
by Obregon, and they wired him to that 
effect. He replied with a message which 
immediately brought an indorsement of 
the .whole program, according to the 
best information obtainable from sources 
south of the Rio Grande. 

Gen. Scott paid a short visit to Gen. 
Obregon yesterday, arriving very un- 
diplomatically at the hour of siesta. 
Obregon'’s staff stumbled out, saluted, 
and awoke their chief. The two Gen- 
erals conferred for 10 minutes, and the 
American returned to El Paso. 

Obregon held a council in his car with 
his staff, his Generals of Northern Mex- 
ico and other head men. There are about 
twenty of them, and the reception room 
of the car was crowded for three hours 
while Obregon spoke, pacing up and 
down the car. 

No further information came out about 
. the terms of the protocol, but the im- 
pression gained that Obregon, instead of 
accepting two months or ten weeks as 
the time limit for the withdrawal of the 
troops, preferred to accept Gen. Scott's 
word that the troops would be with- 
drawn at the earliest possible moment. 

Leaving it in this way will act as a 
great spur upon the Obregon troops to 
hunt down Villa and to round up his 
broken bands. 

Obregon and his bride shopped in El 
Paso yesterday afternoog, while Gen. 
Funston devoted his time to arranging 
to return to San Antonio. None of the 
high contracting parties would indicate 
when they expected the next conference 
to be, but all assumed that it would be 
brief, formal and final.

The French successes on the left bank 
of the Meuse have been of greater im- 
portance than indicated by first re- 
ports, according to a semi-official state- 
ment issued last night. The French 
troops by a skillfully prepared and bril- 
liantly executed operation have thrown 
back the Germans on the northwest side 
of Dead Man's Hill beyond the line 
held at the beginning of March. The 
enemy has thus lost by a single stroke 
his gains painfully made by two months 
of continuous costly attacks. 

The Germans surprised by the sud- 
denness of the French attack were 
thrown back in disorder and suffered 
exceptionally heavy losses; particularly 
from the preliminary bombardment. 
The large number of Germans killed 
explains why so few prisoners were 
taken.

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ON THE GERMAN NOTE 


Majority of That So Far Available Takes View 
That Kaiser’s Reply to President 
Is Unsatisfactory. 


EWSPAPER comment on the 
German note available so far 


N is chiefly from the Eastern 


press, which for the most part takes 
the view that the Kaiser's reply to 
President Wilson is unsatisfactory 
and unacceptable. In a few in 
stances, however. an opposite opinion 
is expressed. Editorial expressions 
gathered by the Post-Dispatch fol- 
low: : 

New York Evening Sum: We cor- 
dially hope our Government may find in 
this note the solution of our own diffi- 
cult}. but_as a general indication as re- 
spects the ospects of peace, it fills 
us with gloom. Plainly, Germany is not 
in the humor yet to heed: the counsels 
of wisdom and humanity. She is still 
world-defiant. ‘ 

New York Globe: The reply is thus 
not to be accepted as a settlement of the 
matters in dispute between the United 
States and Germany., There: is no com- 
pliance, or substantial compliance. The 
little that is conceded is conceded condi- 
tionally. No choice would thus seem 
open to our Government but to carry 
out its declared intention to sever dip- 
lomatic relations. 

Boston Traveler: The note is an 
amusing combination of evasions, de- 
nial, irony and fact. It is an invitation 
to the President to begin a new series 
of communications, and ‘‘the services 
of humanity’? is dragged in after the 
President’s own fashion, as if to make 
him wonder whether the Kaiser is pat- 
ting him on the back or poking fun at 
him. 

Pittsburg Chronicle-Telegraph: So 
far as words go, Germany has granted 
our main contention, but if her action is 
only temporary and depends on the fu- 
ture course of Great Britain, the situa- 
tion is one fraught with grave peril to 
our friendly relations. 

Pittsburg Leader: The latest Ger- 
man note in reply to President Wilson's 
last word on the submarine question 
jeaves plenty of ground for hope that 
a working understanding will be reached 
with a lessening of friction between the 
two Governments. 

Louisville Times: The German note 
serves notice that the United States 
must either force England to end her 
blockade of foodstuffs or acquiesce in a 


continuance of Germany's methods of 
submarine warfare along the lines a!- 
ready laid down. This * * * means 
either the United States must recede 
* * * or it must break with Germany. 
The President has announced what his 
course would be under those conditions. 
The country stands with him. 

Chattanceoga (Tenn.) News: The 
German note is about as satisfactory as 
could be expected. The immediate issue 
is whether or not the concessions made 
are sufficient. We believe they will 
cause a better feeling among the Amer- 
jean people. 

Baltimore News: The United States 
femanded the establishment of a cer- 
tain status quo. Germany has estab- 
lished it. How long she can or will 
maintain it is another question. But for 
the time being we are left nothing to 
complain of. 

The Day, New London, Conna.—Ger- 
many has put herself in the right and 
from her right and unassailable position 
says to the United States and the other 
neutrals: ‘‘Now prove your good faith 
by dealing with our enemies as you have 
dealt with us.” We have made Ger- 
many walk straight. It is up to us to 
make England walk straight—or forever 
hold our peace. 

Providence Bulletin: it (the note) 
is a brutal mockery of the wounds again 
and again inflicted upon us. It is a 
series of studied insults added to a long 
inventory of injuries. 

Worcester (Mass.) Gazette: The 
Kaiser's note is an effort to save him- 
self and his dynasty. In the endeavor 
he is juggling with Germany’s fate. He 
stands morally responsible for the fu- 
ture consequences even as he stands 
responsible for the European war it- 
self. 

Buffalo Times: Summarized, the 
German answer to President Wilson's 
ultimatum in the submarine controversy 
seeks to make compliance with the re- 
quirements of our Government condi- 
tional upon action which Germany de- 
s.res of Great Britain.

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FOOD PRICES SLIGHTLY HIGHER 


Comparative Figures by the Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

WASHINGTON, May 5.—Il*ood for the 
average family costs slightly more now 
than it did a year ago, according tu 
figures published by the Department of 
labor. Prices as a whole were 5 per 
cent higher during February than they 
were in February of last year. A de- 
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cline in the price of eggs from Janu- 
ary to February sent down prices as a 
whole about 2 per cent. 

Food articles sold for 9 per cent more 
last February than in February five 
years ago. Only five foods declined in 
price in the last year—plate boiling 
beef, lard, flour, corn meal and prunes. 
Potatoes increased in price during the 
year, but still were 8 per cent lower in 
February last than in February four 
years ago.

DETROIT, Mich., May 5.—John ‘‘Red’”’

Hornsby Throws Ball Away.

His ability to unnerve the enemy, to 
frustrate the wetl-conceived stratezgems 
of the common foe, even without the 
use of a base hit, and his ability to al- 
ways do something more than the ob- 
vious gave him a2 game. His team is 
now one full game out of first place.

NEW YORK, May 56.—Fred Fulton’s 
manager, at the request of Tom Jones, 
is discussing terms for a Fulton-Wil- 
lard match on July 4. Jones has been 
trying to rig up that match for several 
months, but it fell through when Fulton 
made a poor showing with Porky Flynn 
in New Orleans. 

Fulton got away with Al Reich very 
handily, but the lanky fighter from Min- 
nesota will have to accomplish some 
more astonishing feat than that before 
he can be taken seriously as an oppo- 
nent for Jess Willard. In the present 
stage of his development he wouldn't 
have a Chinaman’s chance with the 
Kansas giant. 


Fulton has the “makings” of a cork- 
ing heavyweight. He already has three 
first-class fighting assets—a pod good 
left hand, a very good head, cour- 


age. 

When hurt in the Reich fight he pulled 
himself through by using excellent judg- 
ment during the few seconds it took to 
recover from ths dazing effects of a 
hard punch on the chin. But the fact 
that he isn’t very hard to daze, and his 
lack of an effective guard would make 
him easy for Willard. 


Still Hopes for Fulton. 


Fulton may yet become a champion. 
With experiences he will learn how to 
avoid the punches that reach him now. 
He has all the natural fighting instinct 
he needs, as he proved when he went 
right back at Reich after being hurt, 
and fought Reich into covering and go- 


ing on the defensive. 

Fulton is a punisher, but he hasn’t the 

unch of a Willard in either hand. His 
eft cuts and bruises. It doesn’t stun. 
It is used best at short range. Willard 
uses his left at long range and hits 
hard. He'd jab Fulton away. Fulton 
used only a few effective right-hand 
punches against Reich. He'll need a 
hard right hand to make any impression 
on Willard. Wiliard’s right is as hard 
as Sam Langford’. and his uppercut is 
one of the most dangerous punches ever 
used by any heavyweight. 

Willard has alsnost limitless resisting 
ability. A punch that would floor any 
other heavyweight doesn’t have any ap- 
parent effect on him. The blows John- 
son rained on Willard during the first 
15 or 18 rounds at Havana would have 
knocked Fulton out for a month, judging 
by the way Reich’s two or three effec- 
tive hooks worked. 


Willard Wants Easy Money. 


With continual fighting Fulton may de- 
velop into’ a great heavyweight. He ~—

WASHINGTON, May  6,.—Attorney- 
General Gregory announced last night 
that he has received conclusive infor- 
mation about the source of some of the 
money spent for deluging members of 
the Senate and House last week with 
telegrams urging that no steps be 
taken which might lead to war with 
Germany. He refused to reveal the 
source, but said a statement might be 
made public by the Department of Jus- 


tice on the question within a few days. 

Mr. Gregory conferred last night with 
President Wilson, who was asked yes- 
terday by Senator Husting of Wiscon- 
sin to have the Department of Justice 
investigate the subject. 

It was also learned that Government 
Officials are seriously considering mak- 
ing public at least some of the docu- 
ments seized in the office of Wolf von 
Igei, secretary Capt. von Papen, for- 
mar military attache of the German em- 
basay nere. Count von Bernstorff, the 
German Ambassador, has demanded tha 
return of these papers and the question 
still is pending. 

The sending of telegrams to members 
of Congress on the question of German- 
American relations was abruptly stopped 
last week, but yesterday thousands o2f 
printed letters of the same general tenor 
began arriving at the Capitol. Senator 
Husting said that many of those re- 
ceived by him were signed by clergy- 
men.
